“Not  since  the  fateful  days  of  1939  had  Washington  experienced  the  sense  of  urgency 
that  gripped  it  last  week.  The  Truman  Doctrine  for  ‘containment’  of  Communism  on  a 
world  scale  had  reached  the  state  where  it  must  be  bolstered  by  a show  of  substantial 
military  support  and  drastic  diplomatic  moves,  or  collapse. 

Courageously,  with  his  chin  jutting,  Harry  Truman  took  three  steps,  the  first  two 
of  which  all  but  erased  whatever  small  chance  of  reelection  he  had. 

On  Wednesday,  March  17,  he  asked  Congress  for  reenactment  of  the  politically  sur- 
charged Selective  Service  Act,  demanded  immediate  passage  of  bills  authorizing  Uni- 
versal Military  Training  amd  the  European  Recovery  Program,  and  assured  Europe’s 
Western  bloc  that  this  nation  means  to  back  up  its  offers  of  economic  aid  with 
‘protection’. 

On  Friday,  acting  on  the  plea  of  Secretary  of  State  Marshall,  the  President  had 
Delegate  Warren  R.  Austin  inform  the  United  Nations  that  this  country  no  longer 
insists  on  partition  of  Palestine,  but  favors  the  establishment  of  a UN  trusteeship. 
Plainly,  the  prospects  of  the  U.S.S.R.  gaining  a toehold  on  the  rich  oil  resources  of  the 
Arab  world,  either  through  participation  in  the  UN  military  force  necessary  to  enforce 
partition  through  an  eventual  shift  to  the  Arab  side,  was  a greater  risk  than  the  oil- 
short  United  States  dared  take. 

On  Saturday,  with  a sharp  eye  on  the  crucial  Italiem  elections,  April  18,  United 
States,  acting  in  concert  with  Britain  and  France,  announced  that  it  favored  return  of 
the  free  city  of  Trieste  to  Italy,  which  had  lost  it  to  Yugoslav-Soviet  pressure  when  the 
Italian  peace  treaty  was  drawn  in  1946. 

If  the  Palestine  reversal  suggested  a double-cross,  the  Trieste  move  smacked  of  the 
‘scrap-of-paper’  technique,  the  fact  remained  that  the  only  weapons  which  totalitarian 
states  fear  are  the  weapons  which  they,  themselves,  use  most.”

“Travel  posters  featuring  a swastika  began  popping  up  aU  over  West  Germany  in 
July.  This  spectacular  display  of  bad  taste  was  the  brain-wave  of  the  Egyptian  tourist 
ministp^.  Its  aim:  to  lure  rich  German  veterans  back  to  tour  the  battlefields  of  El 
Alamein. 

The  posters  should  come  as  no  surprise.  Egypt  already  has  a substantial  number 
of  prominent  German  war  veterans  permanently  in  residence.  Few,  however,  were  con- 
nected with  anything  as  honorable  as  El  Alamein. 

For  instance,  there  is  Col.  Ali  al  Nacher,  one  of  Egypt’s  most  efficient  secret  serv- 
ice organizers.  He  should  be.  Al  Nacher  is  none  other  than  former  SS-Standartenfuehrer 
Leopold  Gleim  — a Gestapo  officer  who  made  Poland’s  ‘most  wanted’  list.  He  is  charged 
with  committing  multiple  murders  during  World  War  II.  He  was  spirited  to  Egypt  in 
1945  by  the  ‘Spider’,  a group  organized  to  help  Nazi  brass  escape  Allied  justice. 

Gleim  was  soon  joined  by  several  other  colleagues  who  changed  their  names  and 
traded  Hitlerism  for  Islam.  El  Hadj,  a quiet  Egyptian  intellectual  who  recently  trans- 
lated Hitler’s  Mein  Kampf  into  Arabic,  was  once  a high-ranking  Nazi  named  Luis 
Heiden.  Three  top  members  of  Egypt’s  information  ministry  didn’t  have  to  read  the 
translation.  They  studied  Mein  Kampf  under  Josef  Goebbels. 

One  of  them,  El  Hussein  of  the  information  ministry’s  Jewish  Department  is  Franz 
Bartel.  He  was  the  right-hand  man  of  Dr.  Rudolf  Mildner,  former  Gestapo  chief  at 
Kattowitz.  Mildner  also  arrived  in  Egypt  (via  Argentina)  and  now  heads  an  organiza- 
tion called  Deutscher  Rat  (German  Council). 

There  are  many  others.  Much  of  the  credit  for  tracking  them  down  goes  to  Simon 
Wiesenthal,  tireless  head  of  the  War  Crimes  Research  Centre  in  Vienna  . . . Most  of 
these  men  (Nazis)  owe  their  safety  to  the  ‘Spider’  organization.  It  was  based  in  Madrid 
and  headed  by  Otto  Skorzeny,  Hitler’s  crack  kidnap  expert.  Many  of  the  Nazis’  elite  it 
aided  sought  retirement  as  private  citizens  in  South  America.  But  the  activists  flocked 
to  Egypt,  carrying  with  them  their  hatred  of  the  Jews. 

The  results  of  this  summer’s  Israeli-Arab  war  suggests  the  ex-Gestapo  officers 
have  grown  rusty  during  the  last  decades.  But  men  like  Simon  Wiesenthal  doubt  that 
they  have  lost  their  basic  motivation.  Nasser’s  Nazis  are  still  Nazis,  and  they  com- 
manded at  Auschwitz  not  El  Alamein.”
